The scarcity of that metal makes the 
necessity for a silver standard more ap- 
parent.

He denied that the prosperity of the 
country after 1846 was due to the re- 
daction of tbe tariff, as has been claimed 
by the free-traders, bat was dne to the 
fact that Europe needed our grain and 
vent her gold into this country to pay 
for it when this country had but little 
gold in circulation, and to the discover- 
ies of gold in California and Australia, 
which made coin plentiful. 
During the 


use of the two etiindnrds of gold and 
•liter prices rose 33 per cent., but after 
the demonetization of Oliver in Europe 
there was an alarming decrease in the 
price. With standard rates gold nod 
eilver will be practically of one value. 


The immediate result of a reduction 


of doty would he increased importations 
and a great amount of money sent out of 
the country to pay for them. He denied 
the possibility that the country oonld 
be overloaded with silver, as it would 
always be largely uonunruecl in tbe arts 
and manufactures

the Treasury; under six, the Sicretary 
of War; under three, the Secretary of 
the Navy; under four, the Postmaster 
General; under three, tbe Attorney 
General. 
No New-Yorker has ever 


been Secretary of the Interior. Since 
tbe creation of tout office it has been 
filled, with a single exception, by a man 
from the West or Southwest,

The Constitutional Amendments. 
Tbe fall text of the decision of the 


Supreme Court on the Constitutional 
amendments is published in the Enter- 
prise. The opinion is by Jat>tice Bel- 
knap, Cli iff Justice Leonard concurring, 
and Justice Huwlcy dissenting. The 
Conn holds that Ihe amendments were 
uot submitted as provided by the Act of 
1887, whiah requires that they shall be 
published in at least one newripnptr of 
general circulation for uiuety day<) prior 
to the election. 


Jastico Hawley, in liis dusenting 


opvaion, held that the amendments 
wers BUbioilteJ to tte eleotcus as pro- 
vided by the Constitution itself, and 
thut publinhiug them 69 required by the 
Act of 1887 was DOtebBeutiul. Be held, 
however, that some of the amendments 
were not enttifd in the Journal of the 
Assembly of 1885 as required by the 
Constitution, aud therefore concnrrtd 
a thut part of the opinion of the Court 
taxing the defendant with the cosis.
